NEWARK — The Newark City 
Council is looking at the demise of 
R.H. Macy and Co., Inc., WNJR 
radio, and the possible foreclosure 
of the Mulberry Street Mall, as a 
signal for the need for strong initia- 
tions to keep Newark businesses 
alive in the wake of the ongoing 
recession. 

Macy’sco-chairmen Mark Han- 
dler and Myron Ullman recently 
announced that they will close their 
Newark store and several others in 
urban communities, by August Ist, 
affecting 340 retail employees just 
in Newark. 

“There is no quality store to 
attract our residents. The services 
were lacking but will be missed,” 
said Councilman Gary Harris dur- 
ing the May 20 council meeting. 

“Tf you go through Macy’s as I 
did today, you'll see we’re not los- 
ing a hell of a lot,” added Council- 
woman Marie Villani, noting the 
armed windows and lack of stylish 


vital.” 

Councilman Ralph Grant and 
Mayor Sharpe James were sched- 
uled to meet with Macy’sto discuss 
alternative solutions to their clos- 
ing. 

Unlike Macy’s, theonee black- 
owned radio station, WNIR, after 
over 40 years of existence, made no 
major announcement of change. 
However, the station was recently 
bought by the California conglom- 
erate Douglass Broadcasting which 
began its debut on May 15th. 

“When the radio came on one 
morning, it was broadeasting in 
French, Portuguese, and Spanish. 
Programs that used to be commu- 
nity oriented are now national,” said 

Council President Donald Tucker. 
Councilman Harris called the 
situation “a sad indictment on our 
city. Citing a recent front page pic-

Martin began talking about 
changing the whole economic sys- 
tem, then they killed him.” 


Hamm stated that Malcolm was 
adoer and believer in his people. He 
involved himself with the people, 
and he had a sincere heart. 

Attheend of the lecture, Hamm 
urged the audience toconnectthem- 
selves to the struggle in one way or 
another.

These are precisely the quali- 
ties fostered by art education and 
that America desperately needs in 
the next century.” 

Before awarding theribbons for 
the most outstanding entries, 
Rinaldo praised the students for their 
creativity and self-confidence.

I’m an artist,” Rinaldo 
said.
